SOW SPRING SAFETY SEEDS EARLY 
As winter begins to relax , golfers start 
thinking of fairway s, fishermen of cool 
streams trickling away in the v alley s 
iamilies of rides on warm, bright Sunday 
afternoons and in# the twilight of the 
rapidly 
lengthening ev enings. It’s time 
to get the family automobile ready for 
another season. 
Let us pause for a moment to consider 
the new season. Will it be the last? Will 
it cost the liv es of 2 9 ,5 00 more Ameri­ 
cans?

DELINQUENCY 
Grand jury reports on crime conditions 
are commonly as thick as falling leav es 
in autumn, and most of them are as soon 
forgotten. 
Thus a grand jury at Houston, Tex as, 
not long ago turned in a report upon 
delinquency among Houston’s juv eniles 
and made a point w'hich is w^ell w’orth 
remembering. 
“ We hav e found,” said the jury ’s re­ 
port, “ that the fathers and mothers of 
many juv enile delinquents had no know­ 
ledge of their children’s wdiereabouts, the 
percentage running from 6 0 to 79 per­ 
cent. This indicates a breakdown of par­ 
ental authority and should serv e as im­ 
mediate warning to the parents of this 
country .” 
Back of almost ev ery adult criminal 
there stands the shadow^y figures of a 
juv enile delinquent, lost somewdiere in 
the unredeemable past. And back of al­ 
most ev ery juv enile delinquent w-e can 
find, if we look hard enough, a careless 
and thoughtless set of parents. 
That is self-ev ident, of course. But it 
is something ^v e often forget, and if we 
could bear it in mind we might produce 
some straighter thinking about our crime 
problems. 
It is easy enough to say that the job 
of bringing children up to be good cit­ 
izens depends, in the last analy sis, upon 
the parents. But that doesn’t entirely 
cov er it. 
It doesn’t simply mean that a child 
must hav e what w'e call “ a good home” 
— plenty to eat, a fair chance at healthy 
recreation, honest and industrious par­ 
ents, a measure of economic security . 
Bey ond those things, a child needs a 
father and mother who recognize their 
responsibility for him. They must know 
where he goes for his play , with wiiom 
he 
play s, 
what 
channels 
his 
restless 
y oung mind is ex ploring. They must be 
willing to take the time and energy to 
guide him. 
The parent w'ho fails in this respect 
has small reason to beat his breast and 
bew'ail the harshness of fate if his child 
gets into trouble.— Mex ico Ledger.
